ANNUAL PR OPE R TY ASSESSMENT 
WORK OUTLINED FOR REALTORS 


The importance of “ the first Monday in March” to 
members of the real estate business and a few “ dos and 
don’ts” in handling real property so far as the county asses­ 
sor’s office is concerned made up an address by Maurice 
Enderle, chief deputy county assessor, before the Santa 
Ana Realty board y esterday afternoon. 
Enderle pointed 
out that the 
first Monday in March is the date 
when the assessable character of 
property becomes fix ed. 
It also 
desig nates the specific time of the 
y ear when tax lien attaches to 
property and this determines to 
whom the property is to be as­ 
sessed for that tax y ear, Enderle 
said. 
“ Few people hav e a real concep­ 
tion of their duties during the four 
months period following the first 
Monday in March, nor of the task 
the law places upon their tax of­ 
ficials,” Enderle said. 
Property Law Cited 
“ First, the property owner is by 
law required to annually make 
and deliv er to the assessor a sworn 
statement listing all property own­ 
ed, claimed, possessed, controlled 
or manag ed by him. 
This infor­ 
mation is held secret by the as­ 
sessor and there are sev ere penal­ 
ties for failure on the part of the 
property owner to comply with 
this requirement of the law. 
“ It is v ery important to the 


property owner that he either con 
tact a deputy assessor in the field 
or, failing in this, call at the as­ 
sessor’s office before the end of 
J une. 
After the first Monday in 
J uly all assessment records leav e 
the assessor’s office and there- 
afterchang es or corrections can 
be made only by approv al of the 
district attorney and order of the 
board of superv isors and ev en 
only within the limitation set by 
law.” 
T ells of Ex emptions 
In speaking of war v eteran ex ­ 
emptions, Enderle said that “ in or­ 
der to receiv e ex emption, the v et­ 
eran must be a leg al resident of 
this state on that date and must 
hav e a deed to the property upon 
which he desires ex emption.”

“ MICROSCOPIC” BILLIONS 
It was recently stated that the total indebted­ 
ness of Federal, State and local governments did 
not increase du ring the seven-year p eriod from 
1932 to 1939. In that p eriod, according to this 
statem ent, the Federal debt increased “somewhat” 
bu t was offset by a corresp onding falling off in 
the debt of states, cities and p olitical su bdivisions. 
In other words the p u blic is su p p osed to believe 
that the p u blic debt on the whole, is no larger now 
than 
a few years ago, when a billion dollars 
look ed lik e a lot of money even to a congressman. 
Th* exact figu res, as p u blished by the Annalist 
and comp iled by the National Indu strial Confer­ 
ence Board, tells a vastly different story. Says 
the Annalist: “In the seven years ended Ju ne 30, 
1939, the Federal gross debt (not cou nting the 
government-gu aranteed debt, which on Ju ne 30, 
1939, amou nted to $5.469,591,592) increased (some­ 
what) 
from 
$19,487,009.766 
to 
$40,439.532,411. 
Total States and local debts in the meantime 
(decreased) from $19,330.000,000 to $19,626,000,000, 
so that the total indebtedness of the Federal, 
State and local governments showed the negligible, 


CRITICIZES MY RELIGIOUS ARTICLES 
I am very glad to have my articles on religion 
criticized becau se I do not think that any man’s re­ 
ligiou s views are sacred. We long have regarded 
them as p ersonal and thu s not su bject to discu s­ 
sion. 
The religiou s views which a p eop le have largely 
determine the p olitical statu s and economic p rin­ 
cip les of the p eop le. So, we cannot be too frank 
on religiou s beliefs. 
Sir Norman Angcll, in his book , “From Chaos 
to Control,” p oints ou t very sp ecifically that the] 
religiou s views of China and India are largely re­ 
sp onsible for science not being able to eliminate 
bu bonic p lagu e and fevers in these cou ntries. The 
p eop le there have the fatalistic view that things 
will be and that they cannot be changed. They 
also believe that life of all k inds is sacred so that 
p ests cannot be k illed. With these religiou s views, 
it mak es it imp ossible to p revent the sp read of 
p lagu es and fevers. 
John Dewey also p oints ou t that certain religions 
have a tendency to p revent the individu al from 
ap p roaching p roblems from a scientific standp oint; 
that this mak es it very difficu lt for democracy to 
su rvive. So it is of the u tmost imp ortance, if we 
are to p reserve democracy, that we better u nder­ 
stand the k ind of religion that will p ermit a sci­ 
entific ap p roach to social p roblems. 
The contribu tor tak es excep tion to my statem ent 
that Jesu s wanted the p u blic to worship the p re­ 
cep ts which He advocated. The contribu tor in­ 
qu ires as to why He didn’t say so. 
I wou ld ask the contribu tor if he has any p roof 
whatsoever that He did not say $o? Wou ld the 
contribu tor contend that becau se it was not re­ 
corded, He did not, therefore, say so? Wou ld he 
contend, becau se this newsp ap er does not carry 
the statem ent of a p erson, that is p roof tha t he did 
not mak e the statem ent? 
Many p eop le believe that lie did, in effect, mak e 
su ch statements, when He said He did not come 
to call to rep entance the righteou s, bu t the sin­ 
ners. He was certainly admitting that there were 
p eop le then who were living the k ind of a life He 
was p reaching. And if p eop le were living the k ind 
of life He was p reaching, withou t k nowing of 
Him, evidently it was not necessary to believe in 
Him as God incarnate, in order to be righteou s. 
Certainly Jesu s was interested in the welfare of 
all p eop le—not ju st a few. Things were tru e, not 
becau se Jesu s said them, bu t Jesu s said them 
becau se they were tru e. When He said man can­ 
not worship two masters, he sp ok e a tru th. If 
they attem p ted to worship p rincip les of moral re­ 
lations and also worship p ed a su p ernatu ral God, 
then they were attem p ting to worship two mas­ 
ters. Jesu s k new this well, so that His admoni­ 
tions were for a way of life—that the Kingdom of 
Heaven was from within and did not consist in 
blindly believing in some u nk nown su p ernatu ral 
being arrived at by faith. To attem p t to believe in 
this k ind of a su p ernatu ral being and, at the same 
time, serve p rincip les, wou ld be an imp ossibility. 
Unless we get the p rop er religiou s attitu de of 
resp ect for the rights of all p eop le, which was 
the very cru x of what Jesu s was teaching, we 
shall continu e to see more u nemp loyment and 
more p overty.

NORTH— 
Crisis in Finland. 
The next 
fortnight may show whether 
the Finns will survive or Bol­ 
shevism stride to the Atlantic. 
The real Red army, at last
